A gentleman, coming directly from Boon- 
ville. informs us that on Tuesday last the 
Home Guard of that, place, numbering 
about one hundred and twenty-five men, 
left Boonville iu a body, on a' ferry boat, 
for Jefferson City, after oaring inijirttetd 
an engineer and a pilot into their service. 
They give as a reason for this conduct, 
that, owing to the departure of the last 
remnant ol the- United Slates troo*», they 
felt no longer sale against the attacks ot 
the Secessionist*, to w hom they hud of late 
made themselves exceedingly obnoxious, 
by seirimf many thousand dollars worth of 
powder, Ac. They represent that Races* 
siou troops arc constantly beimr drilled 
in Saline aud Howard counties, and that 
their ultimate design, no doubt, is to drive 
out the Home Guard. On the way down 
from Boon ville, the pilot, w ho is a Seces- 
sionist, ran the boa' aground, or was at 
least suspected of doing so but tbe boat 
was afterwards got loose again, and the 
pilot and engineer w ere put under arrest. 
\Ye are told that the indignation ot some 
of the men was so great that the pilot 
hardly escaped being killed on the spot. 

Another Street Teagedy— Almost.— 
Another of those terrible .tragedies which 
have bo disgraced and tarnished the fkir 
lame of our city, during the past few 
months, eatae iiear occurring on Pine 
street, between Seventh and Eighth, about 
five o’clock yesterday afternoon. It seem; 
that 150 soldier? (we were unable to learn 
to whose command they belonged) were 
passing along Pine street, between Sev- 
enth and Eighth, at the hour named, — 
While they were marching quietly alomr, 
a young chap, stationed at the head 
of tbe Llby between Seventh aud 
Eighth streets, shouted “hurrah for 
Jeff- Davie,” whereupon oae of the 
soldiers leveled his musket at the young 
man and fired. Fortunately, another sol- 
dier interposed before the musket was dis- 
charged, and, by raising it a few inches, 
prevented the shot Irctn takiug effect. 
After the shot was fired several soldiers 
gave chase after the young man, while the 
remainder closed ranks. For a moment 
utl tirs presented a threatening appearauce. 
The officers of the company, how ever, ex- 
erted themselves to the utmost to allay the 
excitement, and succeeded iu inarching off 
the soldiers without further difficulty. The 
soldiers who gave chase after the enthusi- 
astic C. 8 A. sympathizer failed to overtake 
him. — [St. Louis Republican, Saturday.

The greater jKirtion of the houses in the 
city ol Bprinitfithl were destroyed by the 
►hot a j shell thrown in there by the State 
fonts. 

A council of w ar was called by General 
Lyon on Tu< ? lay night, and it was deter- 
mined to stud to 8t. Louis lor reinforce- 
ment-. 

It wa? understood tha! Gen. Siegel wa? in 
favor of retreating towards Osceola, on the 
Osage, iu St. Clair county, so as to he able 
to meet reinforcements sent out on the 
main trunk of the Pacific railroad, aud 
thence out byway of the Overland Mail 
route ; then send a messenger to Kolia, to 
obtain aid from that quarter. 

By this movement tfic Rffh troop.-, who 
are abundantly supplied with provisions, 
arms, aud ammunition, could move ou and 
engage the State troops in the rear, while 
the army ol Gcu. Lyon would keep up 
a skirmish all along tLe road in their re- 
treat. 

Gen. Lyou differed with Gen. Siegel, and 
it is said some sharp words passed between 
them, which may lead tc a personal alter- 
cation. 

On Wednesday, when the messengers 
left, information* by some means Laving 
been c.i iveyed to the State troofr, it was 
understood that the attack was to have 
bctu renewed at Sprinrtield, audit was 
feared that the Federal forces could 
not hold out, in consequence of the great 
fatigue they had UDdcrgouc, the scarcity of 
provisions, aud also the overwhelming 
numbers against them.
